In this caso one’ Wong A Ying was 
charged with atealing $1000, the monies of 
the Chartered Bank of india, Australia and 
China,.. The case has excited considerable 
attention, and the proceedings before the 
Magistrate were very fully reported in our 
columns. ‘ :

He said:—I am a ‘Chinese accountant 
at the Chartered Bank. I. look iter 
the payment and receipt of money. There 
are two other persons in that office, one who 
looks after the cheques (his name is Yeung 
A-koon), and the other who counts the 
notes and money paid in or out. That was 
the arrangement on the 30th of last month. 

At ‘this stage His Lordship remarked 
there was no accurate plan of the Bank in 
Court, and it was arranged that the Jury 
should proceed to the Bank and examine the 
scene, as they would thus be better enabled 
to understand the evidence. The Jury 
then leit in charge of the Sheriff. - 

On their return tho witness's examination 
waa continued:—The rough plan produced 
shews the place in which I sat. It also 
shews the pace in which the other two 
assistants I have mentioned sat. The notes 
were kept in the drawer of my table, The 
notes are paid to me every morning by the 
compradore of the Bark; they are the pro- 
porty of the Chartered Bank. I keep a 

ook, marked “ B,” in which J enter all the 
notes I pay out. I always make an entry 
of each payment before I hand over the 
money, -1 also prodnce a book, marked 
“;" it is kept by A-koon. ‘The entries in 
‘ ook are shewn to the .compradore | 
every evening. This is the usual. course 
of business. When one chegue is brought 
to.the-counter, the office messenger takes it 
to the third olork (Mr Hay) to sign, Itis 
then brought back stamped in red “pay.” 
Yeung A-koon then places it on my table, 
after making an entry in book “C.” Yeung 
A-koon also directs the person . presenting 
the cheque to sign the cheque. I then 
count down the money to Hung Chiu Nam. 
Hung Chiu Nam oalls for the person who 
‘requires the money and pays it to him. I 
then hand the cheque back to Yeung A-koon 
who places it in a small box, kept for that 
purpose. In the evening Yeung A-koon en= 
doraes on the back of the box the day and 
year and the sum paid and takes it into the 
foreigners’ office. The cheque Poteet was" 
presented to me, I don’t know by whom: it* 
was laid on my table. I sawa *‘ chop” on 
the back, Igo by the red stamp.‘ pay.”
